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Police cop £910k from 
netting speedy drivers

MOTORISTS caught speeding on 
Northamptonshire’s roads paid nearly 
£1 million for Speed Awareness Courses 
in just nine months. 

And since the county’s speed cameras 
were switched off in April last year, police 
have collected around £910,000 from 
more than 8,000 people who attended the 
course at Sixfields, Northampton. 

Money from speeding fines goes straight 
to the Government, but course fees are 
paid directly to the provider - in this case, 
Northamptonshire Police. 

Between April 1 and December 31,1,859 
drivers who were caught elsewhere have 
attended the Speed Awareness Course in 
Northamptonshire, making an extra 
£167,310. 

For speeding offences of less than 
38mph in a 30mph zone, the course offers 
an alternative to the usual speeding 
ticket. 

This means that drivers pay for the 
course instead of a £60 fine and also avoid 
the three points on their licence. 

It costs £90 for a four-hour session, but 
many drivers choose this option because 
of the effect that penalty points can have 
on their car insurance. 

Police confirmed that the fees used to go 
towards the Casualty Reduction 
Partnership, which funded a range of ini¬ 
tiatives including car craft courses with 
young people and work with older drivers. 

But since the Casualty Reduction 
Partnership was axed last year, road safe¬ 


ty programmes are no longer funded by 
the county council. 

A police spokesperson said: “For us to 
be able to carry on doing mobile speed 
enforcement, that money is invested back 
into the Safer Road Team. 

“Parts of that course fee pays for the 
course itself and the room hire and the 
tutors, and anything left goes to the run¬ 
ning of the road safety team.” 

The county’s 40 speed cameras were 
deactivated by police after the £1 million 
funding to the Casualty Reduction 
Partnership was cut in the county coun¬ 
cil's budget, but mobile speed units are 
still in operation. 

The four vans can be positioned at vari¬ 
ous locations throughout any given day. 

Northamptonshire was one of the pilot 
areas to introduce the Speed Awareness 
Course during 2001 and 2002. 

The programme involves group discus¬ 
sions on topics such as “Moral dilemma 
scenarios and pressure on the driver” and 
“Why do we have a 30mph limit?” 

Course information reassures drivers 
that they will not have to take a test, but 
insists that they “make a positive contri¬ 
bution to the course.” 

Drivers can only attend the session once 
in a period of three years. If they are 
caught speeding again, they will receive a 
speeding ticket instead. 

While some areas of the country use 
external companies to run the course, 
instructors from the county’s police have 
been trained to a national standard so 
they can take drivers from other counties 
as well as their own.

Fears as trade slumps

THE fire that ravaged the former Angel 
Hotel in Northampton continued to do 
damage this week. 

Businesses in Bridge Street admitted 
they were struggling in the wake of last 
week’s disaster with a significant 
decrease in trade. 

With the road only accessible to traffic 
one way and many customers confused 
about whether shops and restaurants 
were still open, the usually bustling 
street was quiet. 

Mohammed Ahmin, owner of the 
Royal Bengal restaurant, said: “People 
knew the road was closed and were 
asking if we were open but not many 
people turned up because they don’t 
know how to get here. 

“There’s been quite a big difference in 
takings compared to last year’s figures, 
quite a big jump downwards. 

“When Cllr David Mackintosh came to 
visit us at the weekend, we were com¬ 
pletely empty. It was quite strange. I’ve 
been here for many years and I have 
never seen it like this.” 

Owner of Sophia’s restaurant, John 
Panayis, described the situation as 
“terrible” and said he had only six 
customers on Monday night. 

He added: “Last weekend we lost a 
party of 20 because they thought the 
road was closed. 

“Of course, we are not the only choice 
of restaurant in Northampton and when 
people think the road is closed they just 
carry on and go somewhere else.” 

Bridge Street has been made one-way 
to allow for the scaffolding and wooden 



boards around the burnt-out building, 
which was at risk of collapse after the 
blaze on January 2. 

Northampton Borough Council held a 
meeting with business owners on 
Monday evening to try to tackle the 
problems caused by limited access. 

Mr Ahmin said that the discussion was 
positive but other traders on the street 
complained that they had not even been 
invited to the meeting. 

Crop Shop owner Peter Lumbis, said: 
“Nobody told us. I had no idea. I’ve been 
here for 49 years but Bridge Street is all 
bars now 

“I know they had to close the road last 
week but what’s happening now fright¬ 
ens me. We might as well pack up. Most 
of our customers park outside.” 


Mr Lumbis said the one-way system 
would never work because the alterna¬ 
tive route wasn’t made clear to drivers 
and Mr Ahmin said that the signs didn’t 
say that cars were allowed through 
Guildhall Road. 

Another business owner not made 
aware of the council’s meeting was Joe 
Krampah, who runs a tailor’s shop in 
Bridge Street. 

He said: “I didn’t hear about any meet¬ 
ing. My next door neighbour told me.” 

But Northampton Borough Council 
stressed that the urgency of the problem 
meant not everyone was contacted. 

Cllr Mackintosh, leader of the council, 
said: “Following the fire we tried to act as 
quickly as possible and asked people to 
cascade the invitation to other busi¬ 
nesses we didn’t manage to reach. 

“We’re sorry if someone feels they 
should have been invited and weren’t. 

“There will be more meetings to come 
but our door is always open and I’d real¬ 
ly encourage anyone who wants to talk 
to me to contact me direct.” 

Fat Cats bar, which was severely 
damaged during the fire, will remain 
closed until structural engineers have 
completed their reports. 

Manager Simon Patterson said: “The 
building looks pretty good to me but our 
hands are tied. 

“It’s all down to how long it takes to get 
a specialist on site, what with all the red 
tape. As important as it is to me, it’s just 
a job to them.” 

But he added: “At least the road is back 
open now and the building seems to be 
fairly secure.” 

Assessments from forensics and struc¬ 
tural engineers are expected next week. 


Teen’s murder trial set 
for Florida ‘shooting’ 


A TEENAGER accused of 
murdering a Northamp¬ 
ton man and his best 
friend while they were 
on holiday in Florida is 
due to be tried in March. 

Shawn Tyson is 
accused of shooting 
James Kouzaris, 24, from 
the Kingsthorpe area of 
Northampton, and James 
Cooper, 25, from 
Warwick, in Sarasota 
last April. 

The 16-year-old is due 
to appear before 
Sarasota County Court 
on March 6 for a hearing 
that will decide whether 
his trial will take place 
on the listed date. 

The trial, to be heard by 
judge and jury, is set for 
March 19, which will be 
Tyson's 17th birthday. 

The jury is expected to 
hear evidence from 
Joshua Bane, Tyson’s 
co-defendant in an 
unrelated assault case, 
who agreed to testify at 
the trial following a plea 
deal to reduce his own 
sentence. 

Mr Kouzaris and Mr 
Cooper, both graduates 
from the University of 
Sheffield, were coming 
to the end of their three- 
week vacation, when 
they were found 50 feet 
apart, shot dead on a 
residential street. 

It is not clear how they 
ended up in the 
notorious Newtown 
housing estate in the 
early hours of April 6, 
after a night out party¬ 



ing in a popular Sarasota 
bar. 

Known to friends as 
“Jam”, Mr Kouzaris was a 
former Northampton 
School for Boys pupil 
and had worked for 
Northamptonshire 
County Council. 

In October friends of 
the two men launched 
“Always A Chance”, a 
charity to help 
youngsters and victims 
of violent crime. 

They hope to have 
raised £1 million in funds 
by the end of this year 
ahead of the 
organisation’s work 
getting started. 

Tyson is also charged 
in a shooting case that 
happened a week before 
the killing of the British 
tourists. 

If convicted he would 
not face the death 
penalty because of his 
age, but he could be 
sentenced to life in 
prison.

THE Malcolm Arnold Academy 
this week unveiled its new-look 
buildings after a six-month 
refurbishment. 

Students at the Northampton 
facility, which is sponsored by the 
David Ross Foundation, are bene- 
fitting from a complete renova¬ 
tion to the sixth form centre, 
library, art and music depart¬ 
ments. 

The most innovative change is 
the addition of a mezzanine floor 
to the atrium, which lies at the 
centre of the academy and now 
provides a state-of-the-art hub 
where students and staff can eat, 
socialise and revise in an informal 
setting. 

Principal Philip Cantwell said: 
“The renovation work has signifi¬ 


cantly upgraded our learning 
environment, giving students 
additional space to study and 
revise in specialist break-out 
areas. 

“We believe the better facilities 
you can offer young people - the 
better they will respond both in 
and out of the classroom. 

“We have certainly seen the 
impact since the beginning of 
term - and look forward to this 
project paying dividends in stu¬ 
dents’ studies in the near future.

Borough council portfolio holder for 
community engagement, Councillor 
Brandon Eldred, said: “The meeting 
went well and a number of businesses 
turned up. 


“Our aim was to try to get a feel of 
what businesses thought. 

“There have been two massive disas¬ 
ters in the town centre including Fat 
Cats in Bridge Street and what 
happened at Lava & Ignite. 

“We wanted to hear from businesses 
what we as a council could do to help. 

“We said we will put up extra signage 
to show people Bridge Street is still 
open as well as the town centre. 

“We want these meetings to become a 
regular meeting to try to help 
increase footfall back into the town 
centre. 

“The town centre has been quiet 
when compared to this time last year 


and we will have to see how things look 
in a couple of weeks. 

“If it is still quiet then we will have to 
take drastic action. 

“Some of the businesses which 
attended the meeting were outspoken 
and told us what they thought the 
borough council should be doing. 

“We want to bring people back into 
the town centre and would like it to 
become a place for families and not 
just for young people." 

This is the first time this type of meet¬ 
ing has been held and the plan is to 
now hold regular discussions to see 
how the town centre can move 
forward.

THE number of sewer blockages 
in Northampton rose by more 
than ten per cent from 2010 to 
2011. 

Since last April there have been 
422 such incidents - compared 
with the 380 dealt with in the 
whole of the previous year. 

Anglian Water say the problem is 
usually caused by people putting 
the wrong things down sinks and 
toilets. 

Many were caused by fats, oils 


and grease which either build up 
on sewer walls or bind to items 
like wet wipes. 

But there are fears that last year’s 
very dry weather in Northamp¬ 
tonshire may have added to the 
problem. 

It is thought the lack of rain has 
led to lower than usual flows 
through the sewer network, 
making it more likely to block. 

Anglian Water announced this 
week that Northampton will be 


the target of a new approach to 
tackle the problem. A campaign 
called “Keep It Clear” has been set 
up to speak with residents and 
food outlets. 

Letters will be sent to more than 
4,800 homes in 73 streets around 
the Far Cotton and Abington 
areas. They have been chosen to 
give a representative sample of the 
town and to see if raising aware¬ 
ness leads to a fall in blockages. 
Food outlets will also be visited.

be weighed against 
other impacts, such as 
visiting and returning 
home. 

Travelling time to the 
regional centre is also a 
consideration. Sadly, 
such decisions tend to 
be made by a completely 
separate bank of highly 
paid administrators who 
know little of the med¬ 
ical reality. 

The medical experts 
know what they need. 

They should be given 
their own administrators 
who report to them. 

These can then negoti¬ 
ate with the bureaucracy 
to achieve a 
balance. 

It is sad to see an 
administrative layer tak¬ 
ing vast sums out of the 
NHS, whilst the staff at 
the public interface do 
an excellent job, fully 
deserving the many 
commendations I have 
seen.

Shocking evidence shows true suffering 


LAST year Animal Aid 
obtained evidence showing 
slaughterhouse workers 
spitting into the faces of live 
pigs, urinating into the 
animals’ pen and smoking 
until they coughed up mucus, 
which was spat out onto the 
floor. 

The film was sent to the 
Food Standards Agency, 
which confirmed what we 
already knew - that none of 
these unsanitary acts are 
against the law. 

Before the EU developed 
hygiene legislation, the UK 
abided by its own 
Regulations, under which all 
of these acts would have been 
illegal. 

Animal Aid has filmed sadis¬ 
tic cruelty to animals inside 
UK slaughterhouses in recent 
years - including pigs being 
burned with cigarettes and 


animals kicked, punched, 
beaten and goaded - but now 
it is clear that there are many 
other serious problems. 

In just the last few weeks, 
decaying, maggot-infested 
animal by-products and no 
cleaning processes were found 
at a Northern Ireland slaugh¬ 
terhouse, three shotguns were 
stolen from a Sussex abattoir 
and a captive bolt gun - a 
deadly weapon used to 
murder a Suffolk woman in 
2009 - was taken from a 
Scottish slaughterhouse. 

Consumers who find such 
lax security, poor hygiene and 
animal cruelty reprehensible 
might choose to withdraw 
their financial support from 
this industry altogether and go 
meat-free.

Bairstoweves 
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Doors to shut on historic china shop 


IT was spared closure thanks to the 
Royal Wedding, but not even the 
Queen can save a struggling china 
shop this time. 

Church’s China, in The Ridings 
arcade, Northampton, announced 
that the store has gone into liqui¬ 
dation, citing the decline of the 
retail sector. 

It seems that not even the 
demand for memorabilia that will 
come with this summer’s jubilee 
celebrations is enough to help the 
business beat the recession. 

A range of products associated 
with the London 2012 Olympic 
Games has also failed to rescue the 
store’s failing finances. 

The shop has been based in 
Northampton for 154 years, selling 
a variety of china and other 
collectibles, and is thought to be 
the oldest in the town. 

It moved from its St Giles Street 
premises to the arcade last year. 

It was set to close down, but as 
interest in the Royal Wedding 
began to increase and sales of 
William and Kate themed 
merchandise rose, owner Stephen 
Church decided to continue 
trading. 

But after another year of poor 



economic conditions, the family 
business that has been open for 
generations is to close for good. 

The Northampton store will shut 
within the next fortnight and the 
Market Harborough branch will 
cease trading straight away, mean¬ 
ing nine people will have to be 
made redundant. 

The online part of the business at 
www.ukgiftcompany.co.uk will 
also be closed down. 


Old school to 
be replaced 
with houses 

PLANS to build nine homes 
on the site of a former school 
were given the 

go-ahead this week. 

A meeting of Northampton 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee discussed the 
impact on the local commu¬ 
nity around St Andrew’s C of E 
School, on Station Road. 

But it was decided that the 
properties, to be built by 
Francis Jackson Estates, 
would not have a detrimental 
effect on the appearance of 
the neighbourhood, or on the 
nearby conservation area. 

The development will 
consist of a row of four 
two-storey houses and five 
two-storey detached homes 
accessed by a new road lead¬ 
ing off Station Road. 

The site was left vacant in 
2005 when the school moved 
premises to Ecton Brook 
Road.

A PUB is offering a different 
kind of spirit as a ghost hunt 
takes place on its premises.

Don Philips, from GSI 
Paranormal UK said: “What we’ve 
got has been absolutely superb. 

“We have got lots of video 
evidence and had doors opening 
and closing on demand. 

“We have recorded voices say¬ 
ing names and surnames and 
even a whole family. 

“There is a lot of stuff and so far 
we have listened to six of the 500 
audio recordings. We have eight 
fixed cameras and four hand 
held cameras which have provid¬ 
ed us with hours and hours of 
footage. 

“We are doing a 48 hour inves¬ 
tigation and have done 36 hours 
and will be going back this week 
for the remaining 12 hours. 

“If I talk to the spirits they will 
reply and the person who is with 


me will hear them as well. We put 
a camera up in the attic where 
there is no light but a mist 
formed and one side of the wall 
lit up for about 20 minutes then 
it stopped. 

Mr Dennis said: “I am one of 
the sceptics. 

“All I do know is things have 
been happening which are unex¬ 
plained. 

“I have felt a tap on my head 
which felt like water and kept 
following me around. 

“There have been orbs - discs of 
lights which have come out of 
the walls. 

“There were hundreds of them 
it was like a snow storm.” 

The site of the pub used to be a 
Saxon palace and was at one 
stage a monastery.

THE Warwickshire Northamptonshire Air Ambulance 
is a lifesaver, providing a rapid helicopter medical 
service to people across the county. One of those 
closely involved in ensuring a top class service is 
senior pilot Captain Dan Martin. LAWRENCE JOHN 
spoke to him about his role and how the air 
ambulance makes a difference in Northamptonshire. 


FORMER combat medical 
evacuation pilot, flight 
lieutenant Dan Martin, knows 
only too well how to get in and 
out of dangerous locations very 
quickly. 

For 12 years he flew Chinook 
helicopters in the RAF and served 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

Since leaving the air force he has 
been one of the full time pilots 
employed by the Warwickshire 
Northamptonshire Air 

Ambulance (WNAA). 

Captain Martin is part of a 
dedicated team who in his words 
‘bring the hospital to the patient’. 

Last year the air ambulance 
helped 174 people across 
Northamptonshire. 

These figures add up to 62 in 
Northampton, 35 in Corby, 33 in 
Daventry, 27 in Kettering, 16 in 
Wellingborough and one patient 
in Rushden. 

Captain Martin, 37, said: “I 
signed up for a 12 year service 
with the RAF and when I left I was 
offered this job which I grabbed 
with both hands. 

“My previous role in the RAF 
was as a combat medical evacua¬ 
tion pilot and there are parallels 
between these two jobs. 

“The mechanisms of flying are 
the same. 

“It is a tremendous experience 
and we provide top medical care 
at the scene of the incident for the 
patient. 

“We want to get clinical help to 
injured people as soon as possi¬ 
ble - it is about bringing the 
hospital to the patient. 


“You name it and I have landed 
there. 

“I have landed in the middle of a 
roundabout, in town centres, in 
car parks, at motocross areas and 
in farm yards.” 

Captain Martin said 45 per cent 
of their work is road traffic 
collisions, 15 per cent is cardiac 
or heart related, another 15 per 
cent is linked to equestrian, 15 
per cent is motorsport callouts 
and the rest is made up of DIY 
accidents or transfers between 
hospitals. 

“We don’t want people to get 
hurt but they will. 

“So when the alarm goes off we 
get out there as fast as we can as 
we want to make a difference. 

“What could be seen as a minor 
injury, like a broken ankle or arm 
if someone has fallen off a horse, 
could become major if they are 
unable to move and hypothermia 
could set in. 

“Every minute counts. 

“The doctors are fantastic and 
we are all very much part of a 
team. 

“People do come back and say 


thank you to us. They usually 
come back after a period of recov¬ 
ery and they tell us how we made 
a difference and this can be 
emotional.” 

There are two air ambulance 
services in the East Midlands, as 
well as WNAA which is based in 
Coventry and Derbyshire, there is 
also the Leicestershire & Rutland 
Air Ambulance which is based at 
East Midlands Airport. 

Although separate services they 
do cross over as it ensures five 
counties are covered. 

They also take very ill children to 
specialised hospitals like 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital or 
Great Ormond Street in London. 

The Agusta air ambulance, 
which can be in the air in 45 
seconds, has a top speed of 
200mph. 

It can be anywhere in 
Warwickshire in nine minutes 
and anywhere in 

Northamptonshire in 15 minutes. 

The average response time is six 
minutes. 

On average the WNAA attends 
four missions every day and

WASTED visits by people 
to accident and emer¬ 
gency units in the county 
cost £3.4 million last 
year. 

In 2010/11 around 
650,000 people attended 
A&E in Northamptonshire 
but did not require any 
treatment. 

This took up valuable 
staff time when they could 
have been treating those 
most in need. 

In common with the rest 
of the East Midlands NHS 
area, hospitals and the 
ambulance service across 
Northamptonshire 
continue to be under 
pressure. 

However, Northampton¬ 
shire NHS are asking 
people who do not need 
emergency treatment to 
stay away from A&E if they 
do not need to be there to 
allow staff to treat people 
who really need their care. 

Health services in the 
county have responded to 
these pressures swiftly 
and hospitals have been 
working alongside clinical 
commissioning groups, 
the Primary Care Trust, 



the ambulance service 
and social care in a collab¬ 
orative approach so that it 
can continue to provide 
high quality patient care. 

Emergency Planning 
lead for the 

Northamptonshire Local 
Medical Committee, Dr 
lonathan Ireland said: “In 
most instances, there are 
a range of alternative 
services you could use, 
from minor injury units to 
walk in centres, GP and 
pharmacy. 

“In 2010/11, around 
65,000 people who 
attended A&E in 
Northamptonshire were 
sent away without requir¬ 
ing any treatment, at a 
cost of approximately 
£3.4m. 


“However, we recognise 
that there are times when 
onlyA&Eor999 will do. In 
emergencies such as 
heavy blood loss, chest 
pains, loss of conscious¬ 
ness or broken bones, 
always call 999. 

“It is also important to 
reiterate that, if you have 
either flu or diarrhoea and 
vomiting, then please stay 
away from A&E as you 
could pass it onto vulner¬ 
able people. 

“If you have a scheduled 
appointment please 
contact the hospital to 
re-arrange your appoint¬ 
ment for when you are 
symptom-free. 

“Many of these symp¬ 
toms are best treated 
through self care includ¬ 
ing getting plenty of rest 
and drinking lots of 
fluids.”

Speedy 
rail link 
is set to 
be built

A HIGH-SPEED rail link that will cut 
through the countryside of South 
Northamptonshire has been approved 
by the Government. 

Transport Secretary Justine Greening 
confirmed on Tuesday that the contro¬ 
versial project will go ahead, despite 
campaigning from rural groups. 

The High Speed Two will cost £16.4 
billion and aims to reduce the journey 
time between Birmingham and London 
to just 49 minutes. 

The Government hopes this will boost 
economic growth and Mrs Greening said 
they were “following in the footsteps of 
the 19th century railway pioneers”, but 
local politicians have expressed disap¬ 
pointment at the decision. 

Andrea Leadsom, MP for South 
Northamptonshire, said: “I strongly 
support the need for better transport 
infrastructure but I still believe the exist¬ 
ing HS2 project is not the right project 
and is not good value for taxpayers.” 

Particular concerns, voiced by South 
Northamptonshire Council, included the 
potential for damage to the local econo¬ 
my and harm to the district’s delicate 
eco-systems, as well as the impact on 
people’s quality of life. 

Councillors have argued that the finan¬ 
cial case for HS2 relied on out-of-date 
information which exaggerated the 
scheme’s likely benefits. 

Cllr Rupert Fordham, responsible for 
community regeneration, said: “This 
decision has been made without proper¬ 
ly considering the environmental and 
economic impacts. 

“We must also consider, along with 
other interests, whether this decision is 
one we would wish to challenge.” 

There is the possibility that the rail link 
will be extended in future to reach Leeds 
and Manchester. The first phase is 
expected to be built by 2026. 

MP’s concern over 
cost of train travel 

TRAIN travel caused controversy for 
another reason this week as MP Brian 
Binley denounced commuting costs as 
“obscene”. 

With fares increasing above the rate of 
inflation, the Northampton South MP has 
demanded answers from the Transport 
Secretary on what the railway industry is 
doing to protect long-suffering commuters. 

With Northampton set to expand by more 
than 56,000 homes, Mr Binley said that 
there was a contradiction between 
encouraging people to make their homes in 
the town and allowing commuting costs to 
become “increasingly prohibitive”. 

The cost of an annual season ticket from 
Northampton to London Euston has 
increased to £4,756 and rises to £5,628 for 
commuters who need to use the 
Underground. Combined with an annual car 
parking ticket at Northampton station, 
priced at £815, the MP is concerned that 
the proportion of income people are being 
asked to expend on getting to and from 
work is excessive. 
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Residents demand lights re-think 


A PETITION fuelled by people 
power was delivered this week 
from residents angry at the street 
lights being switched off in their 
part of town. 

On Tuesday Councillor Dennis 
Meredith (pictured), who repre¬ 
sents Thorplands in 
Northampton, handed in the 
petition signed by 500 angry peo¬ 
ple from the Eastern district to 
Northamptonshire County 
Council at County Hall. 

The councillor said residents in 
this part of town, which includes 
Blackthorn, Semilong, Rectory 
Farm and Thorplands, wanted 
the lights switched back on. 

Cllr Meredith said: “From the 
people who have spoken to me a 


lot of elderly females have 
stopped going out. 

“People feel trapped and under 
threat from attacks and burglary. 

“It is rather sad the county 
council has taken this decision 
and I think there should be a 
re-think. 

“I think they never thought 
there would be such a backlash. 

“I believe they could do a 
U-turn with the lights, especially 
as the money is set to be cut from 
the PCSOs which is making peo¬ 
ple feel more vulnerable. 

“I would urge them to turn the 
lights back on. 

“They said they went out to 
consultation but I didn’t think 
they did it properly.”

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Teen hid drugs 
in sweet treat

A TEENAGER dealing 
crack cocaine hid the 
drug in a Kinder Egg, 
Northampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Jake Tyler, 18, was found 
in possession of the class 
A substance after police 
received information from 
an anonymous phone call. 

He was arrested in the 
car park of Bannatyne’s 
gym, on Park Farm indus¬ 
trial estate in 
Wellingborough, on 
November 25. 

The court was told wear¬ 
ing tracksuit bottoms and 
a dark jacket, the teenager 
was searched by police. 

The plastic capsule of 
the popular children’s 
chocolate, containing 4.02 
grams of crack cocaine, 
was found in the pocket of 
Tyler’s tracksuit. 


He was taken to 
Wellingborough police 
station and admitted in 
interview that he took 
cannabis and that he 
usually sells eight to nine 
blocks of cocaine per day, 
making £10 per bag. 

Tyler’s previous convic¬ 
tions read out in court 
revealed that he had 
already been found guilty 
in a youth court for theft. 

He also had a history of 
drug abuse, including 
being caught with 
cannabis on the premises 
of Sir Christopher Hatton 
School in Wellingborough. 

His defence lawyer, Mr 
Crouch, described the use 
of cannabis as “the core 
problem” in the teenager’s 
life and added that Tyler 
did not use cocaine him¬ 
self, but was selling it to 
get money to pay dealers 
who were supplying him 
with cannabis. 


He had debts of £1,100 
and had received threats to 
burn his house down. 

But Judge Michael Fowler 
said: “It cannot be substan¬ 
tial mitigation that you 
continued to supply drugs 
because you were under 
pressure from those that 
you were in contact with to 
get drugs in the first place.” 

The judge added that the 
defendant’s age had to be 
taken into consideration. 

“Your age is substantial 
mitigation. 

“If you were an adult the 
appropriate sentence 
would be four years.” 

Tyler was sentenced to 30 
months in a young offend¬ 
ers’ institute after pleading 
guilty to possession of a 
class A drug with intent to 
supply. 

His mother, watching 
from the public gallery, 
blew him a kiss as he was 
taken away.

Club’s tribute to 
ex-player Butch

A MEMORIAL will be unveiled at 
Lincoln City’s ground to a former play¬ 
er, late Northampton footballer Richard 
Butcher on Sunday. 

The plaque, which will be revealed in 
the Trust Suite at Sincil Bank Stadium, is 
also in tribute to the club’s former 
manager Keith Alexander who died in 
March 2010. 

The salute is the result of numerous 
fundraising efforts through the Richard 
Butcher Memorial Fund which was set 
up following the tragic death of the 
ex-City star.

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Female indecently assaulted 


A WOMAN was sexually 
assaulted in Victoria 
Park, Northampton. 

The incident happened 
between 5pm and 6pm 
on Tuesday, January 3. 

The 25-year-old victim 
was heading from 
Semilong towards 
St James.

Food scheme is 
now serving up 
a slice of culture

FREE food and cultural diversity were 
on the menu at the launch of a kitchen 
project. 

Manna Langar, based in the Open Door 
Centre on Kettering Road, Northampton, 
offers wholesome, home-cooked meals 
to people from all faiths and nationali¬ 
ties. 

Northampton Borough Councillor Ifty 
Choudary, who represents Abington, 
came up with the idea two years ago with 
the aim of “bringing the soup kitchen 
into the 21st century”. 

He said: “It went fantastically. We had 
over 60 people attend and I am sure that 
that will increase. 

“Everybody went away saying they 
would come back next time with a friend. 
There’s seating for 72 and I think we will 
need to have a second sitting next time.” 

The kitchen can afford to feed up to 150 
people on a monthly basis for the next 
three years thanks to funding from local 


businesses and Cllr Choudary’s family. 
And they’re not just helping financially. 

The councillor’s wife prepares all the 
food with the help of a team of volun¬ 
teers. 

To avoid any conflict with halal or 
kosher requirements, the food on offer is 
a range of vegetarian curries and soups 
made to authentic Indian recipes and is 
described as “the food you would serve to 
your family”. 

The name Manna Langar means “food 
from heaven” and Cllr Choudary stressed 
the importance of including all faiths. 

“I have seen how you can bring people 
together and make this world a peaceful 
place. That’s where the idea came from. 

“I wanted it to be somewhere where it’s 
convenient for everybody and all the 
faiths feel welcome. The Open Door 
Centre is open to all different nationali¬ 
ties and religions.” 

The project was opened by former 
mayor of Northampton Cllr Lee Mason, 
and will be serving free lunches on the 
first Lriday of every month.

Police join forces to 
share their services

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE and 
Cheshire Police have taken a 
step towards the launch of their 
‘Multi Force Shared Service’. 

Both forces have signed the Post 
Implementation Support Services 
contract with the technology 
provider Capgemini UK pic. 

The scheme will launch on April 
1 and is the first such shared serv¬ 
ice centre to be set up in the 
policing sector. 

Initially it will provide finance 
and purchasing services to both 
forces supported by new technol¬ 
ogy. The equipment will also be 
accessible by each force for the 


management of logistics and 
estates and assets. 

Human resources, payroll and 
duty management services will 
follow in October. 

The collaboration agreement 
between Cheshire and 
Northamptonshire will see the 
two forces working in partnership 
to deliver the shared service pri¬ 
marily from one location in 
Winsford, Cheshire, (within the 
Cheshire Constabulary head¬ 
quarters). 

Payroll provision will initially be 
provided from Northampton. 

Chairwoman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police Authority, Deirdre 
Newham, said: “Multi Force 
Shared Service will deliver savings 


for Northamp-tonshire Police at a 
time when they are needed, how¬ 
ever it also gives us the opportu¬ 
nity to streamline working prac¬ 
tices, invest for the future and 
maintain our commitment of 
protecting frontline services. 

“In this context it is absolutely 
the right thing for us to do.” 

The Multi Force Shared Service 
will deliver efficiencies and finan¬ 
cial savings for both forces using 
technology provided by 
Capgemini. 

Officers and staff will be encour¬ 
aged to self serve wherever possi¬ 
ble but if they need help to access 
any of the systems they will be 
able to contact a ‘one stop shop’ 
service desk.

117 drivers nicked 
in drink-drive sting

MORE than 2,000 drivers were 
breathalysed and 117 arrested as 
part of Northamptonshire 
Police’s festive drink-drive 
crackdown. 

The key figures from the coun¬ 
ty’s roads during the Christmas 
and new year period are: 

■ 2,532 breath tests were car¬ 
ried out by officers 

■ 117 people were arrested 

■ Of those 80 have been 
charged with investigations 
continuing on the others 

■ Five of the arrests made were 
between 7am and noon the 
‘morning after’ 

■ Of the 117 people arrested, 28 
are aged between 17 and 24 

■ 18 of the 17 to 24 year olds 
have been charged with investi¬ 
gations continuing on the others 

■ Four of the arrests for 17 to 24 
year olds were made the morning 
after 



Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport said: “Although the 
number of drink-drive arrests is 
up from last year, we are pleased 
that proportionately the number 
of breath tests which resulted in 
arrests has gone down from 8.9 
per cent last year to 4.6 per cent 
this year. 

“However, it is hugely disap¬ 


pointing to see that people are 
continuing to risk their lives, and 
the lives of others, by getting 
behind the wheel under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol. 

“It is pleasing to see the number 
of arrests of young drivers aged 
between 17 and 24 has also gone 
down. 

“However, young drivers still 
account for 24 per cent of the 
arrests, yet they represent only 11 
per cent of all licence holders in 
the county. 

“Friends and family must help 
us to get the message out to the 
county’s young drivers that drink¬ 
ing and driving does not only cost 
lives but a conviction can result 
in a criminal record, substantial 
fine and losing your licence as 
well as your job.”

JEREMY Hardy claims to be bone idle 
and for him, sitting down to write a 
radio series faced by a blank sheet of 
paper or computer screen, is his idea of 
torture. 

He seems to enjoy living on a comedy 
edge and said he has even recorded a 
show where he hasn’t written a word and 
just winged it. 

At times he seems to be a conundrum, 
on the one hand he has been a 
comedian for more than 25 years but he 
likes to take his time to create and says 
he doesn’t react well when faced with a 
deadline. 

He became a stand-up comic in 1984 
and will be one until he has got nothing 
left to say. 

Hardy is a regular on several Radio 4 
shows including The Newsquiz, I’m 
Sorry I Haven’t A Clue, Hamish and 
Dougall and Just A Minute. 

Last year he published a book, My 
Family And Other Strangers, chronicling 
his desperate search for interesting 
ancestors. 

He has also written Jeremy Hardy 
Speaks To The Nation and When Did You 
Last See Your Father. 

When it comes to the argument what is 
best - radio or television? Hardy has both 
feet firmly on the side of radio. 

He said: “Radio is more of a verbal 
medium and a lot of shows which are on 
television don’t need to be. 

“With panel shows on the television 
there is always cutaways and pictures. 

“On radio there is none of this. 

“The frustrating thing is when some¬ 
one on the panel thinks of the same 
thing as you. 

“It works best when there is a nice 
build up. 

“I like it when it unfolds and people are 
listening. 

“The trouble is it is a bit like children 
building a snowman, one person wants 
to knock its head off, they get greedy for 
the glory. 

“The ideal is collaboration. 

“I think it is nice because it means 
bouncing ideas off people and you don’t 


know where the conversation will go. It 
is rare for people these days to sit down 
and listen to a programme on the radio 
as it is something of a discipline and 
means they have to pay attention. 

“Radio seems to have a more brainier 
audience. 

“It is more mentally stimulating and 
more cerebral. 

“You create your own pictures by using 
your imagination.” 

Hardy described the sweetest laugh in 
comedy as a good ad lib. 

Although being a comedian is his job 
he does not think of it as a ‘real job’. 

He said when comics start out they are 
doing it to get something off their chests 
and to be the centre of attention. 

Hardy admitted being a stand-up was 
like therapy. 

He said: “I am doing it for me and not 
the audience. It is nice when you make a 
connection. 

“Comedy is one thing where you can 
make that connection which means 
people like you. 

“It is nice when people think they are 
your friend. 

“But when they reject you it is the 
worst. 

“It means they do not like what you 
have to say and what you are doing. 

“If people do not like what an actor is 
doing they just say he/she is not very 
good but they speak up when they don’t 
like your comedy. 

“I don’t go out of my way to get to know 
new people - I am not very friendly like 
that. 

“A lot of comics go out front after the 
show and sign this and that but I am 
quite withdrawn. 

“My biggest comedy fear is running out 
of stuff to say. 

“There are a lot of things which don’t 
interest me such as the small detail of 
everyday life such as elastic bands, cling 
film, public transport or queues in the 
post office. Some comics keep on going 
about this for five minutes. 

“I do fear one day there will be nothing 
left to say.”

TRAVEL REVIEW 

THE air was alive with the sound of 
music - but it was nothing to do with 
the legendary film which was made 
close by. 

Salzburg has become synonymous 
with the 1965 screen blockbuster featur¬ 
ing the von Trapp family and their 
attempts to escape the Nazis just before 
the second world war. 

Apparently I’m told the well loved 
movie hasn’t actually been shown on 
Austrian TV, and the much-heralded 
local tour is ... well, not the locals’ cup of 
tea. 

And while the citizens of this marvel¬ 
lous city take a different view on the 
stage play of the film which has recently 
begun a year’s run - they flock to it - there 
are other things to enjoy. 

When we arrive Salzburg is covered by 
a sprinkling of Christmas stardust, and 
at times some snow. The six-week festive 
market, which attracts thousands of visi¬ 
tors from far and wide, is such big busi¬ 
ness a company has been formed to run 
it. 

In the quaint streets, music and mulled 
wine go perfectly together beneath what 
I call a Christmas tree. 

But there is so much more about the 
home of Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, 
whose one time abode is now a deli run 
by Supermarket chain Spar. 

Just across the way is the city’s Roman 
Catholic cathedral where the composer 
was baptised. The inside is as magnifi¬ 
cent as any cathedral, just crane your 
neck back and look upwards to the dome 
which seems to be as far away as the eye 
can see. 

The old city is actually a world heritage 
site, blessed with its quaint narrow alleys 
and the fountain which sits in Residence 
Square, one of many must stop-off 
points. 

People enjoy the pedestrianisation and 
it takes barely 20 minutes to walk across 
the city from north to south. Others 
brave the cold on a horse and carriage, 
wrapped in a thick blanket. Sheer bliss. 

Salzburg has a fantastic electric feeling 
to it. Set on the Salzach river, you can 
stroll over one of seven bridges that link 
the old and the new towns, and many do 
that to enjoy its magnificence to the full. 

But for others it is a destination of 
convenience, too. Germany is but 15 
minutes away and the city of 185,000 
residents is a key landing point for those 


who enjoy winter skiing. We only have 24 
hours in the city which is the home of the 
famous Red Bull - the local football team 
carries the name of the energy drink - 
but our last act is to enjoy Wiener 
schnitzel, a veal dish, and the local beers 
at the historic townhouse that is the K+K 
restaurant. A real treat. 

We had never been to Austria before 
and to make the most of a whirlwind 
visit we hopped on a rather comfortable 
and speedy train to sample Innsbruck, 
around 115 miles away. 

On a golden, sun-kissed Sunday morn¬ 
ing it wound its way into Germany and 
back out again, past snow covered peaks, 
meandering effortlessly through pictur¬ 
esque villages. 

We arrived two minutes late - only 
because a goat had ambled on to the 
track causing the driver to slam on his 
brakes. 

Innsbruck, shortly to host the first 
winter youth games, had all the charm of 
its counterpart - it also has the 
Nordkette, a mountain which the city 
nestles at the foot. We take the funicular 
to the cable car station and then join the 
skiers, snowboarders and those with just 
a hot drink in mind as we head to the 
next level. 

The view is awesome from its 2,230 
metre peak - it is also -4c -but it does 
little to put off the army of ‘experts’ who 
are milking this sporting playground for 
all it is worth. 

We headed back to the market, took in 
a couple of museums, eyed the Goldenes 
Dachl, the world renowned Golden Roof, 
the Olympic ski run and enjoyed watch¬ 
ing aircraft coming in to land at one of 
the most awkward runways in Europe. 
That was a real eye opener. 

Sadly, a day wasn’t long enough, at 
either destination, but it was a flavour, 
and yes I liked the taste very much... no 
doubt the hills will be just as alive with 
the sound of music in the summer.

fats you've eaten will be better. 


If you work on eating at least five 
portions of fruit or veg a day, not 
only do you get all the benefits of 
those fruits and vegetables, there's 
a knock-on effect on everything 
else that you eat too.

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Dicko’s England call was ‘surreal’

MANY outside observers might contend that Lee 
Dickson’s call-up to the full 
England squad is one that is long overdue. Not 
that the Northampton Saints scrum-half could 
celebrate too much when he found out though. 

“I was actually just messing around with my little 
ones when I had the call,” said Dickson, recalling 
the moment on Tuesday evening when he first 
heard the news. 

“It was a bit surreal. I put the phone down and 
thought, ‘OK, I’m in.’ But my little boy was there 
which just distracts you straight away back into 
family life.” 

That phone call was from interim England head 
coach Stuart Lancaster informing Dickson that he 
had been named in the 32-man Elite Player Squad 
for the upcoming Six Nations. 

Dickson is familiar with Lancaster, having played 
under him for the England Saxons, and was de¬ 
lighted that he has finally earned a place in the se¬ 
nior side. 

The 26-year-old said: “He was just pleased for 
me. I’ve worked with Stuart over the last few years 
and I’m really pleased that he has given me this op¬ 
portunity to play on the big stage. Hopefully I’ll 
prove that I can do that.” 

He was one of three number nines to be 
included in Lancaster’s squad, which will begin the 
defence of their Six Nations title away to Scotland 
on Saturday, February 4, as well as being amongst 
the eight Saints players named in the side. 

The absence of Harlequins scrum-half Danny 
Care due to his recent off-the-field indiscretion left 
the door open for Dickson to be finally called into 
the EPS. 

But if he is to play a part in the campaign then he 
must beat off competition from Leicester Tigers’ 
Ben Youngs and loe Simpson of London Wasps - 
both of whom have been capped by the senior side. 

Dickson feels that he can offer something differ¬ 
ent for England though, seeing himself more as the 
type of number nine to pull the strings and help 


put attacks in motion rather than running with the 
ball in hand at every opportunity. 

He said: “Nothing changes, I’m always going to 
be myself. I know the game is changing and that 
nines need to run, so I’ve started doing that at the 
right times in the game. 

“But I’m never going to overdo that, I’m a passing 
scrum-half and I’ve worked really hard with [Saints 
coach] Alan Dickens on that, and a lot of credit has 
to go to him as well. 

“The scrum halves that have been picked are run¬ 
ning nines, but I’m a little bit different. I’m proba¬ 
bly more of an organiser and a passer, but I’ve got 
that running game in me if I need it. Touch wood, 

I’m given the next stepping stone and will be able 
to show that on the highest front.” 

Although he has earned a place in the Six Nations 
squad, Dickson will not be allowing himself to get 
complacent and is well aware of the need to main¬ 
tain his club form in the build-up to the tourna¬ 
ment. 

That starts with this Saturday’s Heineken Cup 
pool trip to Llanelli to face the Scarlets, who de¬ 
feated Northampton on their own turf earlier in the 
competition. 

The Saints can secure a place in the Amlin Chal¬ 
lenge Cup knock-out stages if they finish second in 
Pool One to keep alive their hopes of claiming 
some European silverware at the end of the season. 

Dickson is aiming to make that a reality for the 
team, as well as continuing to put in his own im¬ 
pressive performances to make sure that he is in 
Lancaster’s thoughts when he sits down to decide 
the England team to play at Murrayfield. 

He said: “I’m in the squad, but the work happens 
when you get down there. You’ve got to train hard 
and then hopefully get in the match day squad, 
which is the most important thing. 

“I’m not going to get carried away - I’m in the 
squad but I’ve got to prove myself here for the 
Saints over the next few weeks, which is the main 
focus for me. 

“This has happened, but the Scarlets this week¬ 
end and Munster the following weekend are my

Keatings joy at booking 
a spot on Olympic team

ANOTHER defensive performance similar 
to last Friday’s Aviva Premiership win 
over Harlequins is what Jim Mallinder 
wants from Northampton Saints when 
they head to the Scarlets on Saturday. 

Earlier in the season, Northampton had 
struggled to cope with the relentless 
high tempo attack of the Premiership 
leaders at the Stoop. 

But at Franklin’s Gardens the hosts ran 
out convincing 24-3 victors on the back 
of 14 points from Ryan Lamb and tries 
for Ben Foden and Roger Wilson. 

It was also a superb defensive effort 
from Northampton, and Mallinder is well 
aware of the need to replicate that in the 
Heineken Cup at Parc Y Scarlets this 
weekend. 

“That was one of our better 
performances,” he said of the win over 
Quins. “We really defended with intensity 
and good organisation, put them on the 
deck early, stopped them playing that 
high tempo game they like to play, and 
it’s going to be something that we have 


to try to replicate this week. We need 
to attack them in all areas. You can’t 
just scrum them or play a ten man sort 
of game, you need everything. We 
need, at the right times, to move the 
ball, pick and go, get our set piece 
right, scrum and drive well.” 

Northampton suffered a 28-23 
defeat at home to the Welsh region 
back in November and must avenge 
that loss if they are to stand a chance 
of at least qualifying for the Amlin 
Challenge Cup knock-out stages. 

Mallinder believes that the lessons 
have been learnt from that night and is 
now looking for his team to right their 
errors in that loss. 

He said: “What we do know is that 
they took the opportunities that we 
presented to them really well to get 
four tries. We’ve gone through all that 
and it wasn’t a case of them playing 
brilliant rugby for five or ten phases 
every time, it was a question of us 
handing them golden opportunities 
that they took. 

“They’re that sort of side. They’ve got 


a good kicking game, excellent forwards, 
really good half backs and some really 
good wingers and backs that can 
cause damage if you give them 
opportunities.” 

The Challenge Cup remains the only 
realistic chance of the Saints securing 
European silverware this season, 
although they must make sure of a 
second place finish in Heineken Cup 
Pool One to be able to qualify for it. As 
a result, Mallinder will be naming his 
strongest side to face the Scarlets. 

He said: “The Heineken Cup is just 
about gone. If we win both games then 
that takes us to 18 points which we’ll 
struggle to win the pool or come as 
best runner-up with.

We’ve still 
got a chance of making the Challenge 
Cup, but you’ve got to finish second in 
your pool to do that. We’ll go there to 
win and we’ll pick a team that can do 
that. They came up here and scored a 
bonus-point victory against us, so that 
was disappointing, but we know we’ve 
got a team that can win.”

AIDY Boothroyd is off the mark as 
Northampton Town manager 
following Saturday’s 2-1 win at 
Morecambe. Now the task is build 
on that, starting with the visit of 
promotion-chasing Southend United 
this weekend. 

Goals from John Johnson and 
Akwasi Asante secured the 
Cobblers’ first win since October at 
the Globe Arena, and although 
Kevin Ellison pulled one back in the 
second half the visitors were able to 
secure a much-needed three points. 

It meant they remain in the League 
Two relegation zone only on goal 
difference from Dagenham & Red¬ 
bridge, and Boothroyd hailed his 
side’s hard work and organisation 
after the win. 

He said: “That’s what you’ve got to 
do to win any game at any level. 


You’ve got to be organised, you 
know they’re going to have a little 
spell and they did. 

“The goal was really unfortunate 
because it’s come off the back of 
Blair Adams and their player has 
poked it in, but I thought we 
deserved it.

JIM Mallinder hailed the eight Northampton 
Saints players called up to the England’s 32-man 
Elite Player squad for the Six Nations - the most 
from any club in the modern era. 

Ben Foden, Chris Ashton, Dylan Hartley, Tom 
Wood and Courtney Lawes have been joined in 
the EPS by uncapped trio Lee Dickson, Phil 
Dowson and Calum Clark. 

Yesterday’s squad announcement by interim 
England head coach Stuart Lancaster means the 
Saints have the largest representation of any team. 
The next best represented are Saracens and 
Leicester Tigers with six players each included. 

That is something that director of rugby 
Mallinder is proud of. 

“It shows that we’re doing something right,” he 
said. “To get eight - 25 per cent of our squad - into 
that 32-man EPS is fantastic, particularly as none 
of these lads came in as full-on international play¬ 
ers. They’ve all worked hard, developed their 
game and gone on to get that recognition in the 
last few years. 

“It’s fantastic that these players have achieved 
selection for the 32-man squad. I think they’ve all 
worked hard, they’ve all been playing well and all 
deserve that. They’ve got an opportunity now to 
go on and represent England which is the pinna¬ 
cle of their careers.” 

Scrum-half Dickson and back row Dowson have 
both been knocking on the door for some time. 
Both have previously played under Lancaster for 
the England Saxons, while Dowson also featured 
in non-cap games against the Australian 
Barbarians and New Zealand Maoris on England’s 
2011 summer tour. 

Meanwhile, Clark’s rapid elevation to the senior 
squad in some ways mirrors that of Wood’s last 
year. However, Mallinder was not shocked to see 
Clark picked. 

He said: “It might be a surprise in terms of that 
he is still young and relatively inexperienced, but 
it is no surprise to us when we see what he does 
every single week. 

“That’s not just playing games, but it’s out on the 


training field as well. I think he has been tremen¬ 
dous this year - some of his performances before 
he got injured were outstanding and his selection 
is probably justified. 

“He’ll bring hunger and desire, he’ll throw his 
body on the line and he’s 100 per cent committed. 
That’s not just in games, that’s in everything that 
he does. He’s got a fierce determination to win and 
hates losing.” 

As well as having eight players in the Senior EPS, 
Northampton have had Paul Doran-Jones and 
Ryan Lamb named in the England Saxons for their 
matches against the Ireland Wolfhounds on 
January 28 and Scotland A on February 3. 

However, Mallinder is confident that the Saints 
will not suffer the sort of losing run they endured 


during the Six Nations last year and feels that the 
squad are better equipped to cope. 

“I do think we’re in a better position,” he said. “I 
still think it will be very difficult because we’ve got 
three games away from home in the league and 
one at home plus two LV= Cup games and we’re 
keen to win them all. We’re keen to keep the mo¬ 
mentum going, but we’re under no illusions how 
difficult the challenge will be. We knew what was 
probably going to happen during the World Cup, 
but things change as the season progresses and 
now we’ve got eight in and two in the Saxons. 

“It makes it harder for us - you can’t deny that - 
but we’ve been working hard on getting the rest of 
our squad up to speed and strong enough to com¬ 
pete through these periods.”

MORECAMBE’S Globe Arena on a cold 
Saturday in January is somewhat 
different to the climate that Freddy Hall 
is used to. That was where the 
Bermudian international made his debut 
for Northampton Town though, and he is 
keen for more action.

A graduate of Quinnipac University in 
the USA, Hall began his professional 
career with the Bermuda Hogges in the 
USL Premier Development League 
before coming to England on a two- 
week trial with Plymouth Argyle in 2010. 

The Pilgrims had been keen to sign 
him, although no deal was agreed at the 
time. Then he was given the opportunity 
by Northampton and has not looked 
back. With Johnson being sacked and 
Boothroyd being appointed as his 
successor, there has been some 
upheaval at Sixfields recently. 

But Hall has been impressed by the 
new manager, particularly with regards 
to the way the side are defending. 

He said: “Since the gaffer has been in 
you’ve seen a huge change in the 
structure of the defence especially.
